London, August 10.— The Italian, 


RnMmn and Anglo-French armies en- 
gaged in a mighty triple offensive on 
three fronts swept onward with fresh 
•uccesaes against the Teutons in fight- 
ing late yesterday and today, accord- 
ing to latest advice from the allied 
capitol. 


After taking Gowitz the 
Italians 


continued in pursuit of the 
fleeing 


Aaetriaas, capturing the aviation sta- 
tion at Auoriczm, nix miles east of 
Gowitz, and many prisoners. Rus- 
•ian troops under General Letchitsky 
have taken the railway station at 
Chrjrplin only three miles east of 
StMUIau on the Bestritza river. The 
retreating Austrian! and Germans 
burnt all railroad bridges and are pre- 
paring to take a final stand on the left 
bank of the Bestritza. 
British forces 


have made further advance in the re- 
gion of Pozieres. 
The Australians 


have penetrated the German trenches 
for 200 yards on a six mile front. 
The French have advanced near Hem. 
Hague dispatches say that the Ger- 
mans are very anxious over the situa- 
tion, and it is said they fear that the 
allies will next begin a great offensive 
around Salonica. 


Strono; Austrian positions at Bose- 


ahini, south of Gowitz, has been oc- 
cupied by Italian forces, it was offi- 
cially announced this afterrioon.

BOYS AND BEDS. 


There is a boy on a "fresh air" farm near Chicago

All over Forty-five Years of Age to 


Go Home— Exchange ia to-be Made 
Regardleaa of Numbers.

London, August 10.— The Italian, 


RnMmn and Anglo-French armies en- 
gaged in a mighty triple offensive on 
three fronts swept onward with fresh 
•uccesaes against the Teutons in fight- 
ing late yesterday and today, accord- 
ing to latest advice from the allied 
capitol. 


After taking Gowitz the 
Italians 


continued in pursuit of the 
fleeing 


Aaetriaas, capturing the aviation sta- 
tion at Auoricza, nix miles east of 
Gowitz, and many prisoners. Rus- 
•ian troops under General Letchitsky 
have taken the railway station at 
Chryplin only three miles east of 
StMUIau on the Bestritza river. The 
retnating Austrian! and Germans 
bufat all railroad bridges and are pre- 
paring to take a final stand on the left 
bank of the Bestritza. 
British forces 


have made further advance in the re- 
gion of Pozieres. 
The Australians 


have penetrated the German trenches 
for 200 yards on a six mile front. 
The French have advanced near Hem. 
Hague dispatches say that the Ger- 
mans are very anxious over the situa- 
tion, and it is said they fear that the 
allies will next begin a great offensive 
around Salonica. 


Strono; Austrian positions at Bose- 


shini, south of Gowitz, has been oc- 
cupied by Italian forces, it was offi- 
cially announced this afterrioon. 


London, Aug. 10. — (Treat Britain 


has reached ^aA agreement with Ger- 
many for' the exchange of prisoners 
over 46 ^iirs' of age regardless of 
number*,' tiofti Robert Cecil announc- 
ed in Commons this afternoon.

rangements are being completed for
